vixit, and freſhly recalling to mind, the fay- 
ing of Fuz#iu to his Friend at the houre of 
his untimely Death :

| could eaſily forbeare to make my hand- 
writing the Record of any opinion, which ne- 
verthelefle I proteſt to maintaine; rather deli- 
beratively then by the way of a concluſive aſ- 
fertion 3 Therefore without waſting precious 
time any longer , with needlefle Prologue, I 
will briefly ſet downe the queſtion mm the 
termes following : 7 

Whether it be more expedient to ſuppreſſe Po- 
priſh praiſes, agarnſ} the due Allegiance to his 
Hajeſtie, by the ſtriit execution of the Lanes 
Touching Jeſuites, ad Seminary Prieſts, or to 
reſtrazme them to cloſe Priſon during life, if no 
reformation following. 

The doubt propounded confiſting of Two 
Branches,neceſſarily requreth to be diftin&ly 
handled, that by comparing either part the 
conveniency, mentioned in the Queſtion., may 
becleered with more facilitie..

| In favour of the firſt Diviſion there are not 
a few, who grounding themſelves on an ancient 
Proverbe, Nexpds 53 Saxre, A deadmanbites not : 
Affrme that ſuchare dangerous to be pate 
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ved alive, who being guilty, condemned, and. 
full of feare, are likely for purchaſe of life and 

ltberty, to ingage their utmoſt in deſperate ad- 

veitures againſt their King and Countrey. 

2. Nolefle is it to be feared, that while the 
Sword of Juſtice is remiſle in cutting off hai- 
nous offenders', againſt the dignity of the 
Crowne,the miſled Papal multitude in the in- 
tcrim, may enter 1nto a jealous ſuſpence, whe- 
ther that forbearance proceed from the feare 
of exaſperating their deſperate humours , or 
that it 1s now become queſtionable,whether the 
execution of their Prieſts be ſimply for matter 
of State, or pretended quarrell for Religion. 

3. And whereas in a remedileſſe inconveni- 
enceitt 1s lawfull to uſe the extremity of Lawes 
againſt ſome few, that many by terrour of the 
Example may be reformed 3 what hope can 
there be, that clemency may tame their hearts, 
who interpret his Majeſties grace in Tranſpor- 
ting their Prieſts out of this Realme to be a 
meere ſbift, to rid the Priſons of thoſe whom 
Conſcience could not condemne ofany capitall 
crime. | - 

4. Neither are their vaunting whiſperings 
to be neglected, by which they ſeeke to con- 
; firme the fearetull Soules of their party,and to 
invergle the ignorant, doubtfull, or diſconten- 
ted perſons 3 for 1t the glorious extol[ling of - 
| their powerfull Friends, and the expecting of 
a golden day be ſuffered, to winne credit ira 

the 
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the meaner ſort, the'relapſe cannot be ſmall, or 
the meanes eaſie to retorme the Errour, with- 
' out agenerall combuſtion of the State. 

5. Let experience ſpeake ſomewhat in this 
behalfe, which hath evidently diſcryed within 
the current of few yeares 3 That the forbea- 
rance of Severity hath multiplied their Roll 
in ſuch manner, that it remaines as a Corrafive 
to thouſands of his Majeſties well affe&ted 
Subjects. 

6. To what purpoſe ſerves it, to muſter the 

names of the Proteſtants, or to vaunt them to 
be ten for one of the Romaz faction, as if bare 
figures of numeration could prevalle againſt an 
united party reſolved: and adviſed atorehand, 
how to turne their faces with aflurance unto 
all dangers, whule in the meane time, the Pro- 
reſtants neſtling in vaine ſecurity, ſuffer the 
weed to grow up that threateneth their banc 
and merctlefle ruine ? 

7. Sometimes the Oath of Supremacre cho- 
ked their preſumptuous imaginations, and yet 
could not that 1nfernall ſmoake be wholly 
ſmothered, nor the Locuſts iſſuing there-out, 
be cleanſed from the face of this Land. Now 
that the Temporall power of the King, contai- 
ned in the Oath of Allegearce, is by the Papal 
Sea,and many ' of the Adorers thereof, impu- 

_ _-- dently ayowed to be unlawfull ; ſhall the 
: broachers of ſuch Do&rine be ſuffered to live, 
yea to live and be received of us , for whoſe 
deſtry-

- 8. Tobea right Popsſh Prieft, intrue En- 
oliſh ſenſe, 25 to beare the Charafter of a difloy- 
all' Renepade, of his naturall obedience to his S9- 
_ . verargne 3; Whom, if by connivence he ſhall 
let lip or chaſtice with a light hand 3 what 
1mmunity may not Trayterous delinquents in 
lefler degrees expe& or challenge atter a ſort, 
m Equity and Juftice. | 

- 9 ff there were to recervers there would be 
0 Theeves : Likewiſe, if there were no Har- 
bourers of the reſuztes, it is to be preſumed 
that they would not trouble this Ifle with 
their preſence 3 Therefore Rigor muſt be ex- 
rended againſt the Receiver, that the Jeſutre 
may be'kept out of deores 3 were it then indif- 
ferent Juſtice to hang vp the Acceſſary and let 

the Principall goe free 3 namely. to ſuffer the 
 Prteſi to Jraw Vis breath at length, while the 
entertairer of him vnder his Roofe ſubmits his 
body to the Executioners hand 2 Without 
doubt if it be fit to forbeare the chiefe, it will 
be nieceflary to receive the ſecond offender in- 
ro prote&tion - Vherewith a miſchiefe muſt 
enſue of continuall expence 3 and ſcandalous 
reſtraint of ſo great a number. 

"Io. Reputation is one of the Principall Ar- 
teryes of the Common-wealth, which faxme 
is ſo well knowne to the Secretaries of thePa- 
pacie ; That by privateForgerits and publicke 
impreſſions of Ca TD: they endeavour

ro wound us in that vitall part 3 Howſoever 
therefore, ſome few of that ſtampe being bet- 
ter tempered then their fellowes 1n defence of 
this preſent government , have not ſpared to. 
affirmes That tyranny is vnjuſtly aſcribed there- 
unto, for ſo much as freedome of Conſcienceafter 
& ſort, may be vedeemed for money 3 Notwith- 
ſtanding there want not many Pamphleters of 
their ſide, who opprobriouſly caſt in our 
teethes , the converting of the Penalty, in- 
flifted on Recuſants, and refuſers of the oath 
of alleageance ffrom the Kings Exchequer to a 
particular purſe: ſurely we cannot preſume 
that theſe Lzbellers may be diſlwaded from: 
ſpitting out their venome maliciouſly againſt 
vs, when they thall ſee their Przefts mewed 
vP without further proceſſe of Law : For ei- 
ther they will attribute this calme dealing to 
the Juſtice of their cauſe, the ſtrength of their 
party or patience, or that tra of time hath 
diſcovered our Lawes importing overmuch 
ſharpeneſle in good policy, to be thought fit- 
ter for abrogation, by non viance, then repea- 
led by a publicke decrce. 


II. Moreover it is fore-thought by ſome;that 
if theſe Seminaries be onely reſtrayned, that 
they may prove hercafter like a ſnake , kept in 
the Boſome, ſuch as Boxrer, Gardiner, and 0- 
thers of the ſame Livery ſhewed themſelves to

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dayes-3. And if the loſſe of their Ghoſtly Fa- 
thers agrieve them,it 15 probable;that they will

in their Native ſoyle, to be defective in many 
reſpe&s , . which makes them vnderlings to 
the Proteſtants 3 as in authority, armes and the 
Prote&ion of the Lawes, which is all in all: 
Nevertheleſſe;they infinuate themſelues to for- 
raigne Princes,favouring their party,with pro- 
miſes of ſtrange aſſiſtance at home 3 if they 
may be well backed from abroad 3 To'which 
purpoſe they have divided the Inhabitants of 
this Realme jnto foure Sets 3 Whereoft 
Ranking their Troupes in the firſt place (as 
due to the pretended Catholiques) they afſu- 
mcd a full fourth part to their progeny , and 
of that part againe they made a-Subdiviſion 
into two portions 3 namely of thoſe that open- 
ly renounced the eſtabliſhed Church of Ez-

gland, and others whoſe certaine number could 


not be aſſigned : Becauſe they frequented our 
ſervice,ourSacramets,reſerving their hearts to. 
their Lord God the Pope. The ſecond party 
they allot to the Proteſtants, who retaine yer, 
as they ſay, ſome Reliques of their Church 3 
The third Ranke and largeſt, was left vnte 
the Puritarus, whom they hate ' deadly,

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in reſpe&, that they will hold no indifferent 
quarter withPapiſtry.The fourth and laſt ma- 
niple 3 They afſigne to the ' Politicrars , 
Huomin (ay they) Senza Dro, & Senz ant- 
ma : Men without feare of God, or regard of 
their Soules 3 VVho buſying themſelves onely 
with matters of State, tetaine no ſenſe of Re- 
ligion: without doubt, if the Authors of this 
partition have caſt their account aright, we 


muſt confeſle, the latter Broode is to be aſcri- 


bed properly vnto them 3 For if the vndermi- 


ning of the Parliament Houſe,the (candalizin bo 


of the King in Print, who 1s Gods annoynted ; 
And the refuſall of naturall obedience , be 
workes of thoſe that neither ſtand in awe of 
God or Conſcience 3 well may the Papiſts 
boaſt; that they are aſſured of the firſt number: 
and may preſume likewiſe of the laſts friend- 
ſhip,when occaſion thall be offered ; For the 
preventing of which combination 3 it is a ſure 
way to cut off the Heads 3 that ſhould tyethe 
knot,or at leaſt;to brand them with a marke in 
the forehead, before they be diſmiſſed, or aſter 
the opinion of others, to make them ymwvel- 
come tothe feminine Sexe 3 which now with 
great fervency imbraceth them. | 
- Theſeare for the moſt part Arguments yen- 
ted in ordinary diſcourſe, by many who fup- 
poſea Prieſts breath to be . contagious in our 
Erpliſh Ayre 3 others there arewho marintaine 
the ſecond part of the queſtion , with reaſons 


nor 
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not vaworthy of obſervance. 

Death ts the end of Temporall woes ; But it 
may is no wiſe be accounted the grave of memory; 
Therefore how ſoever it is in the power of Ju- 
{tice to ſuppreſle the perſon ofa man, the opi- 
nion for which he ſuffered ( conceived truly or 
vntruely in the hearts of a multitude ) is not 
ſubject tothe edge of any ſword, how ſharpe 
or keene ſoever : I confeſſe that the Tecth are 
ſoone blunted, that byte only out of the malice 
of a ſingular fa&tion : Bnt where poyſon is dif- 
fuſed through the veynes ofaCommon-wealth 
with intermixture of Blood, good and bad, ſec- 
paration is to be made rather by vacuation, 
then by preſent inciſion. : The greateſt byter 
ofa State is Ezvre ioyned with thirſt of R#- 
verge, which ſeldome declares it felfe in plaine 
Colours, vntilla Jealouſie conceived of perſo- 
nalldangers breaketh out into deſperate reſolu- 
tions : Here comes it to paſſe, that when one 
mal-contented member 15 grieved, the reſt of 
the body is ſenſible thereof ; neither can a 
Prieſt or Teſurte be cut off without a generall 
nuwurmure of their Secretaries, which being 
confident in their number , ſecretly arme for 
Mo ry or confirmed with their Martyrs 
blood, (as they are perſwaded) reſolve by patt- 
ence and ſufferance to glorifie their cauſe 3 and 
to'merit heaven. Doe we not daily fee, that it 
is eaſier to confront a private Enemy, then a 
fociety or - Corporation :. And that the _

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of a State is more immortall then the ſpleene 
ofa Monarchy 3 Therefore except it be de- 
monſtrated,that the whole RemazCity which 
conſiſts not of one broode, but of a ſucceſſion 
of Perſons may be cut off at the firſt ſtroake, = {4 
25 one entrei head, I ſce no cauſe to thinke our 
Rate ſecured by fitting on the ſkirts of ſome 
few Semnarites , — in the meanc time 
a multitude of ſnariers abroad , who alrea- 
dy ſhew their Teeth and onely waite opportu- 
nity to bite fiercely - I will not deny, that 
whom we feare, we commonly hate 3 .provi- 
ded alwaies, that no merit hath interceeded a 
recor.ciliation 3 For there is great difference 
between hatred conceived againſt him that 
will take away the lite, and him that may 
juſtly doe it, and yet in Clemency forbeares 
ro put it in effe& , For the latter breedeth re- 
verent ave, whereas the former ſubje&eth to 
ſervile feare, alwaies accompanied with deſire 
of innovations. And although it hath bin affir- 
med of the Church of Reme 3 Quod! Portifici- | 
um genus ſempgy erudele 5 Nevertheleſſe out 
of Charity, l&t us hope that all Devils are 
not ſo black as they are paynted3 Somne or per- 
haps many of them there are, whom Conſci- | 
ence or in default thereof, pure ſhame of the 
world will conſtrain to confeſle, that his Ma- 
. jeſtie moſt graciouſly diſtinguttheth the 
Theory of Popery, from the Active part there- Pp 
of ; as being naturally inclined 3 Parvispec-

pena ſemper, ſed Sepius poenttentia Conteutnus 
eſje. | 
2 - Miſtaking of puniſhments , legally 
inflicted ,commonly proceeds from fond pit- 
ty , or the intereſt which we have in the ſame 
cauſe, both which beget blind partiality-Ad- 
mit then that the Papall ſide, affte&ting merit, 
by compaſſion may be meerely touched, with 
the reſtraint of their Semzrarres ; that cannot 
be denyed,I hope, except they had the hearts 
of Tygers ; that in humanity they will pre- 
terre their caſe of durance before the Rigor of 
death : And albeit that Parsons, BEeLLax- 

MINE, and the Pore himfelfe, conſtraine 
their ſpirituall Children, to thruſt their fin- 

gers into the fire, by refuſing the oath of allea- 

geance : Notwithſtanding we have many Te- 

ſtimonies in Judiciall Courts, and printed 
Bookes, that the greater part of them are of 
that Theban Hunters mind;who would rather 
have ſeen his Dogs cruell As, then have felt 
them, to his oivne colt. 


Garnet himſelfe alſo in one of his ſe- 
cret Letters lamented, that after his death, 
hee ſhould not be enroled amongſt the 
Martyrs ; Becauſe that no matter of 
Religion was objected againſt him , yet 
it plainely appeares in his demeanure 5 


That hee would gladly have may 
WC the 
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the poſſibility ofthat glory, if any ſuch hope 
had remained, neither 1s it to be preſumed;that 
being in priſon, he would ever have conceived 
that we durſt not touch his Reverence, or that 
theLaw was remiſſe,which had juſtly condem- 
ned him and left his life to the Kings mercy, 1t 
was the diſtance:of the place and not perſons, 
that interpreted the ſending over Seas of the 
Prieſts, to be a greater Argument of their 1n- 
nocency, then of his Majeſties forbearance : 
For hadFather Parſozs himſelte bin Coram #0- 
bis, his ſong would rather have been of mer- 
cy then Juſtice . It is truely ſaid, that we are 
all inftrued, Better by examples then precepts 3 
Therefore if the Lawes printed, & indictments 
recorded cannot controle the Calumniations 
ofthoſe that wilfully will miſtakeTreaſon for 
Religion, By the execution of 2. or 3. of that 
Backbiting number,I doubt not,but the queſti- 
on may readily be decided, Namyqz immearca- 
bile Twulnus enſe recidendam eff, ne. pars 
fincera trahatar. 


Todally with Pragmaticall Papiſts, eſpeci- 
ally with thofe that by their example & coun- 
{ell pervert his Majeſties Subjects, I hold ut a 
poynt of mieere Injuſtice : For what comfort 
may 'the good expect whenthe bad are by con- 
nivence freed to ſpeake and imboldened, to put 
thejr difloyall thoughts in execution ? For cx- 
plaining therefore of my meaning, it is ne- 
ceflary 
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ceſſary to have a regard vnto the nature of the 
Kings Liege people;that are to be retormed by 
example otIuſtice, & other forrayners who will 
we, mill we;mulſt be cen{urers of our actions. 
It hath been truly obſerved,that the Nations 

ot Exrepe, wh are moſt remote from Rome, are 
more ſ{uperſtitiouſfly enclined to the dregs of 
that place, then the neare neighbours of 1zaty : 
whether that humor proceed from thecoplexi- 
on of theNortherz bodies w® is naturally more 
retentive of old Cuſtomes;then hotterRegions; 
or that the vices of the City, ſeated on 7.Hils, 
are by crafty Minifters of that Sea, Concealed 
from the vulgar ſort,Lliſt not now diſcuſſe,but 
molt certaine it is, thar the people of this Iſle 
exceed the Romans in zeale of their profeſſion : 
Inſomuchb;that in Rome it felfe,]I have heard the 
EngliſhFugit ives taxed by the name of P z7ch7a- 
pett: Tzgleſr. Now as ourCountrymen take ſu- 
rer holdfaſt ofPapallTraditions;then others:{6 
are they naturally better fortified with a cou- 
rage toendure death for rhe mainteriance of 
that cauſe 3 For this Clymate is of that tem- 
perature,out of which Yezeti« holdeth it fit- 
teſt, to chooſe a valiant ſouldier, where the 
heart finding it ſelf provided of plenty of blood 
to ſuſtain ſodain defects, is not ſo ſeone appre- 
henſive of death or dangers,as where the ftore- 
houſe of blood being ſmall, every hazard ma- 
keth paleCheeks and trembling hands( Az) 
fay ancient writers, bello #ntrepedt, nec mortis 


ſenſi 
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ſenſu deterrentur : And thereunto Botero the 7. 
talian beareth witneſle in- his relations of 
many ſrangers,therefore comming out of for- 
raine parts, among the Rarities ofE7glandgdefi- 
red to ſee whether report hath not bin too la- 
viſh in affirming that our condemned perſons 
yeeld their bodies to death with cheerfulneſſe .

And were it not that by daily experience, we 


can call our ſelves to witneſle of this truth , 

could produce the Reverend Judge Forteſcue, 
who'in commendation of our Ezgl:ſh Laxes , 
made ſuteable, as he well obſerveth, to the in- 


bred conditions of theInhabitants of thisSoyle, 


avoweth that the Ezgliſh people in tryall for 


criminall cauſes are not compelled by Tortures 


to confeſle,as in other Nations it is vfed;foras 
much as the quality of the Ezel:ſþ is known to 


be leſle fearetull of death, then of Torments.

The number of theſe 
Preeſts, which ow a aayes come to make 8 Tragi- 
call concluſion, 1s not great ; Yet as with one 
Seale many Pattents are Sealed, ſo with the 
loſle of few lives numbers of wavering ſpirits 
may be gained, Sangurs martyrum ſemen Eccle- 
fie; And though theſe Pr/eſts having indeed a 
diſadvantagious cauſe, are in very deed but 
counterfeit Shadowes of Hartyrs unto a true 
vnder{tanding;yet will they be reputed for ſuch 
by thoſe that lay their ſoules to pawne vnto 
their Do@rine, with whom, if we lift to con- 
tend by multitude of voyces, we ſhall be cryed 
down,without all peradventures For the gate of 
their Church is wide, and many there are that 
enter theretnto.

ſes,and ſervarts,to reſort unto Church;t the

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time appointed : There obediently to heare, 
and be ordered by the Cutare 3 untill ſuch 
timezas they have learnt . all that in the ſaid 
Book is commanded : And when the Biſhop 
ſhall appoint the Children to be brought be- 
fore him,for their confirmation, the Curate 
of every Pariſh ſhall ſend or bring in wri- 
ting, the names of thoſe Children of his Pa- 
riſh,which can anſwer to theQueſtions of the 
( atechiſme ; and there ought none to be ad- 
nutted to the Holy Communion,untill ſuch 
time as he can ſay his Catech:ſme,and be con- 
firmed : many times I have ſtood amazed, to 
behold the magnificence of our Anceſtors 
Buildings, which their Succeſſors at this day 
are not able to keep2 up 3 But when | caſt 
mine eyes upon this excellent Foundation : 
laid by the grave Fathers of the Church, and 
perceive their children negle& to build ther- 
upon : with exceeding marvaile,I reſt almoſt 
beſides my ſelfe. For never was their better 
Ground-ploti laid, which hath bin ſeconded 
with lefſe.ſucceſſe. 1t was not the hangtng wp 
of the Bull of Pins Quintw 0n the Biſhop of 
L ozdons doores,.or the forbearing to hang Up 
Prieſts,that hath wrought this eApoſtaſie : but 
the-idleneſſe, and inſurhciency of many Tea- 
chers, conſpiring with thePeoples cold zeale, 
that bath bin the contriver of this unhappy 
web, Untill the xith, yeare of 2u2e7 Eliza- 
beth's Raigne, a Reculim name was ſcarcely 
knoiwne : The reaſon ivas;becaule that the 
| zeale 
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zeale, begotten - 1n the time of the Maria 
perſecutio, were: yet freſh in memory 3 And 
the late Perſecutors wat ſo amazed with the 
ſuddaine alteration of Religton, that they 
could not chooſe but ſay D zgitm Dez eft þzc. 
In thoſe dayes, there was an emulation be- 
tween the Clergy and the Laity : anda ſtrife 
aroſe,. whether of them ſhould ſhew themſelves 
meſt affet:onate to the Goſpel; Miniſters han- 
ted the houſes of worthielt men,where/eſurts 
new build. their Tabernacles 3 and poore 
CountryChurches were frequented with the 
beſt in the Shire. The Word of God was 
pretious, Prayer and Preaching went hand in 
hand together : untill Archbiihop- Grin- 
dals diſgrace,. and Hatfields hard conceit of 
prophecying,.. brought the flowing of theſe. 
good graces toa ſtill water : The name of a, 
Papiſt ſmelt ranck, even in their owne No- 
ftrills, and for pure ſhame to be accounted 
ſuch , they. reſorted duly, both.to our. Chur- 
ches andexerciſes ; But when they-ſaw their 
great Coriphens Sanders bad ſlily pruned the. 
name of Puritans, upon the /leewes of Prote- 
ftants.that encountred them with moſt cou- 
rage,& perceived that the word was pleaſing 
to ſome of our own ſide;theytook hart agrace. 
to ſet litle by the ſervice of God, & duty to 
their Soverazgn,therwith ſtart up fro among. 
usſome that might have bin recommended for 
their zeale, if 1t had bin tempered with dif: 
cretion, who fore-ranning the authority of the 
Magiſtrate;took upon them in ſundry phces 


'and publikely to cenſure, what ſoever agreed 
Not with their private COncetts, with which 
croſſe humours vented in Pwlpits and Pam- 
phtets,aoſt men grieve to be frozen in zeale, 


and in fuch fort bemummed, that whoſoever 
(as the worthy Lord Keeper Bacon obſerved in 
thoſe dayes ) pretended a little ſparke of car- 
neſtnefle,he ſeemed no lefle then red fire, hot 
incompariſon of the other 3 And as ſome 
things fare the worſe, for an ill Nejghbours 
ſake,dwelling beſide them,ſo did it betide the 
Proteſta# , who ſeeking to curbe the P ap?ft, 
or reprove an idle Droane, was incontinent- 
ly branded , with the ignominous rote of a 
Precifan-All which wind,brought plenty of 
water tO the Popes Mill;and there will moſt 
men grind, where they ſce apparence to bee 
well terved. Cs |

If without great inconvenience the chil- 
dren of Papiits could be brought up out of 


their company,it were a happy turne : But I 


find it tobetull of difficulty; There is provi- 
fon made to avoid Popith Schboolemaſters, 
but there 15 no ward againſt PopiſhSchoole- 
miſtreſſes, rhat infeR the filly Infants while 
they carry them in their Armes, which mo- 
veth me to fuppoſe that rhe former propo- 
{tion to examine hoy Children and ſervarts 
are brouzht up 3 and truly to certific the liſt

b of.the Communicants,andRecuſants,will be 
the readieſt meanes to let his Majeſty know 
the yearly increaſe or decreaſe of the chutth 
in every. D zoceſſe: And whoſoever ſhall ſend 
his children,or any of his 4ajeſtzes ſubjects, 
to.be placed in AMonaſteries,, or Seminary 
Colledges, or Popiſhly to be brought up in 
forraine parts : I thinke that for puniſhment 
both the one & the other,worthily might be 
diſfranchiſed of the preuledpes,due to natural 
E:gliſh-men 3 ſo far-forth,2sany good by the 
Lawes may deſcend tothem : Bur not to be 
exempted irom the penalties thereof 3 orthe 
Regall juriſdiction of the Crowne. J know. 
well that contradiction 1s odious, and makes 
, a man ſeeme ambitious, to be thought more 
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underſtanding then others.In which caſe;the 
Spazyard uſeth onely to terme him prefum- 
ptuous,vhom he would call Foole, it civility 
, . 
would bcare it. Bat tz my defence, 7 hope it 
ſhall ſe uffice againe, to YeUtVe my former prote- 
ftatron,that Fdiſcourſe by the way of propoſition, 
rather then Arroparice of defintag any thing : 
with pardon therefore, may I be permitted to 
ſay.That the-firſt eaſie Law of xijd.inflicted 
on him that could not give a reaſonable ex- 
cuſe, for his abſence from Church on Sun- 
dayes,was one of the beſt Ordinances, ' that 
bath hitherto bin enacted. But while wee 
ſought to make new Statutes, favouring of: 
more ſeverity,we neglected the o01d,and we

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loath to execute the new : For it is a certaine 
Rule, that whoſoever in policy will give li- 
berty, and yet ſeeme to ſuppreſſe a crime ,

Truth it ſelfe , ſeldome gets credit without - 


proofe, and it is hard to free the people of ſuſpt- 
t101,that mew Lawes are at rather 1uented a- 
gainit the partitular perſons and purſes of men, 


then aparniſt the torrupt manners . By force of 
which reaſon, I am induced to conceive that - 
the old uſe of the Church,contained in good . 


nurture ,. and Ecclefiafticall cenſures will 
much more prevaile to muzzell Popery, then 
any freſh deviſes whatſoever. Neither doe 
thinke it blame-worthy, to affirme that our 
cauſe hath taken harme, by relying more on 
the Temporall, then the Spirituall Armes . 
For while we truſted that Capitall puniſh- 
ments ſhould firike the ſtroake ; we have ne- 
pleated the meanes, which would, for the 
moſt part, have diſcharged the need of ſuch 
fevetity . The Oath of eAlegtrance js not of- 
fered generally, to ſervarits and meane Pev- 
ple 3 who if they had taken the 0th by ab- 


ſlution-of a Prieft, might recoyle from it, 
Or - 
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or change their opinion at leifure,without 2- 
ny ready meanes to diſcoyer their Leger-de- 
*, maine : that Oath 7 feare will not lee of ter 
preſſed , and to them that ſhift from place to 
placehow can tt be tendered > The principal 
Papitits now cover themſelves, in the crowde 
of the multitude ; but it we can diſcoyer the 
affe&ion of the multitude hey cafily will be 
unmaskedand being ſingled outzreft aſhamed 
of their nakednefle; which under corre&ion 
of better judgment, may be effected, if every 
new commerxs9 inhabit ina Towneand fer- 
vants new]y entertained within a Veeke, or 
x111j.dayes, be cauſed to repaire to the Mi- 
niſter,there in preſence of the CFurchrardens, 
and other honett menzto ſubſcribe unto ſuch 
briefe and ſubſlantiall Articles concerning 
Faith,and eAlegeazre,as ſhall be according to 
Gods Wordyand Juſtice, ordained to diſtin- 
guviſhthe ſheepe from the Goates. In forraine 
Countries, every Hoſt is bound to bring his 
Gueſt before an Officer 3 there to certifie 
his name, with the occaſion of his comming, 
& intended time of his abode in thoſe parts ; 
and in caſe he ftay longer he muſt again rexew 
his Licenceſo curtous and Yigtlant : alſo are 
they to keepe their (ities from tafetion, that 

without a Certificate, witneſſing their com- 
ming from wholſome places, they may not eſcapes 
the Lazeretto, No leſſe ought wee to be watch- 
full to prevent the cont agion of our Soules,

impertinent,to put them in mind, ithat here- 
rofore I have required inſtructions, both pre- 
cedent and ſubſequent 5- and am-ever of the 
mind ,. that-though all this cannot be done at ?

It is 
not the outward obedience of comming to 
Church,thatdiſcovers the inward thought of 
the heart : it is the confeſſion of the Tongue 
that muſt utter theſe ſecrets, eAnd where the 
(rates are inſufficient, or the Pariſh great,l 
wiſh they had (atechiſtes to aſiiſt them, marn- 
tained bythe Purſes of the Recuſants : which 
Penſion being colle&ed for Gods cauſe; will 
free us of ſcandall 3 though it grieve them to 
pay the ſpirituall Army,waged againft their k 
wne Stratagems : ſurely by giving them 
way 1n petty matters, they are growneto be 
| very 
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very maſterfll in their party : Plato affir- 
meth,that thePopular ftate proceeded from the 
Licence, which the people took to make tmmode- 
rate eApplauſes 1a the Theaters : whenz. as by 
arrogating that immunity,ivithout contro e- 
ment,in place of their Governors, and per- 
celving the Ng#z{ity to joyne with them in 
the ſame paſſions, they thought their Heads 
as worthy to governe,. as .any. of thoſe that 
were made out of the ſelte-ſame mould - 
In like manner, while we ſuffer ignorance 0- 
penly to maintaine ſuch petty glimpſes of 
Popery, as are thought to be ſcarce worthy, 
to be look't at, and in ſmall matters runne an 
indifferent courſe, which neither make ſure 
friends, nor feeble Foes 3 unawares they take 
the bridle from us,and cate. out Religion, as. 
it were by an inſenſible G 4preza.. |

if great men take another way, they may ſe- 
duce many by example 3 though by Words 
' they expreſle not their Concealed opinions 3

Lawes\it is held maintenance, when a great 
Perſonage, ney by his preſence countenan-
